Mr. Ilsley’s presenta- 
tion was one of the most brilliant ever delivered in Edmon- 


ton. 


“To storm this fortress and des- 
troy the evil men who rule it is 
our great task. Let us not delude 
ourselves into the belief that this 
will be easy. The defenders are 
well prepared and have great ad- 
vantages. They are ready to sacri- 
fice the lives of millions, scores o' 
millions if need be, to sell their 
own lives dearly,” he said. 

“We dare not take a chance on 
going easy. We cannot slacken our 
efforts in the slightest degree; we 
must push ourselves to the limit. 

“To overcome the fortress of 
Europe the U-boats, relieve the 
Russians and defeat the Germans 
and Japanese, will require every 
ounce of our effort, and the effort 
of all our Allies, applied with all 
the intelligence and courage that 
we and they can command. 

“We should not delude ourselves 
into believing that we can win with 
a policy of moderation,” Mr. Isley 
stated as he appealed to the people 
of Canada to support the Fourth 
Victory Loan to the limit of their 
resources, sparing no self denial so 
that the men of the Canadian 
armed forces, and their allies can 
be supplied with the tools of war 
to hasten victary. 


| SUSTAINED COURAGE 


He said that to meet the situa- 
tion would require above all one 
quality, sustained courage, “the 
courage which stays with us when 
we are tired, so tired that we can 
hardly think, when we are disillu- 
sioned and dissatisfied, when we 
are hungry and cold, when we are 
alone, when we are hurt. We must 
have the cold,‘hard courage of the 
man who returns again and again 
to a difficult task, the courage that 
so many of the Russians have ex- 
hibited in their fight against the 
Germans. 

“With sustained courage, at con- 
siderable cost, and despite many 
difficulties, we can now go stead- 
ily forward to ultimate victory,” 
Mr. llsley stated.

Going to Church 


Evidently there is something else going 
on in Russia, besides the war. The Greek 
Orthodox churches in Moscow were crowd- 
ed on Palm Sunday and again on Easter, 
as they had not been since before the revo- 
lution, Red soldiers, sailors and airmen be- 
ing noticeable among those attending. 
Traffic was blocked in the streets around 
Some of the churches, because the build- 
ings could not hold the multitudes who 
wanted to get in. The inference is plain. 
Like people in other countries, Russians 
are instinctively turning to religion for in- 
spiration, comfort and consolation in their 
time of danger and grief. 

The same thing happened in Canada 
and the other Allied countries—perhaps in 
enemy countries also—during the former 
great war. Moreover, the congregations 
grew as the fighting became more fierce, 
as casualties multiplied, and when the 
threat of defeat loomed most clearly. When 
things go well people may forget religion 
and delude themselves with the notion that 
they can get along without it. ‘The heart 
bowed down” with anxiety and sorrow and 
dread quickly learns better. Where else can 
it turn but to the altars where men and 
women in all ages have sought hope and 
comfort? When the armies of the other 
Allied nations get to death-grips with the 
enemy as the armies of Russia are, and 
particularly if the issue hangs wavering in 
the balance, the churches in these coun- 
tries will be crowded like the churches in 
Moscow.

Between Two Fires 


‘The stirring events in North Africa have 
naturally drawn attention away from the 
eastern front, but the fighting there has 
been perhaps as severe as at any time since 
the relief of Stalingrad, though on limited 
sectors. On the Donets the Axis forces 
have been attacking furiously and inces- 
santly, and around Novorossisk with equal 
fury and persistence. In neither area were 
the attacks successful, and in both the 
enemy loss of men and equipment has been 
heavy for the numbers engaged. Moscow 
hinted the other day that a Russian drive 
for Smolensk is in the making. There is 
nothing in these opening clashes to sug- 
gest that Hitler's third summer offensive 
against the Red forces will get along even 
as well as the other two. Rather the con- 
trary. 

A new feature is the repeated raids of 
Russian bomber planes on centres in east- 
ern Germany. Tilsit, Danzig and Koenigs- 
berg have been blasted several times in re- 


cent weeks, and Insterburg came in for a 
heavy pounding by 200 planes, The indica- 
tion is that the Russians have built up a 


formidable bombing force, capable of strik- 
ing effectively at the bases and transporta 

tion lines which supply the Nazi troops or 
the fighting front. Like Britain, Russia 
was weak in this arm in the earlier stages 
of the war. The raids should help directly 
to hamper the enemy preparations for the 
expected summer offensive. Their broader 
effect is to put Germany between the jaws 
of an aerial “pincers”, with the Br

The Threat Remains 


The First Lord of the Admiralty at 
London says the tonnage of British ships 
lost during recent months has been far 
less than that of ships lost during the cor- 
responding months a year ago. At Ottawa, 
Hon, Angus MacDonald said the United 
Nations produced during the last half of 
1942 one and a quarter million more tons 
of shipping than the enemy destroyed 

These are highly encouraging facts. 
But they do not abolish the submarine 
“menace”, nor the prospect that sinkings 
may gO up as Summer advances, with 
calmer waters and longer days on the

North Atlantic and off the northern Scan- 
dinavian coast. Winter weather is not the 
most favorable for the pirate boats, and 
Nazi yards are reported from all quarters 
to have been turning out these craft faster 
during the last three months than ever 
before, 

It is significant that March sinkings 
numbered more than those in February. 

The further far from comforting con- 
sideration is that Allied output of patrol 
boats has not kept pace with the building 
of merchant ships. This has been admit- 
ted very plainly at Washington and Ot- 
tawa. The targets have thus increased 
faster than the warships needed to protect 
them. As Canada’s navy is still doing 40 
per cent of the convoy work across the 
Atlantic the inference is that the Dominion 
has been more active in this branch of 
construction than some of the other Allied 
countries. 

A Senate committee at Washington, 
after surveying the shipping situation, con- 
cluded a few days ago that one serious 
Allied need is that some ingenious person 
think out a way to deal decisively with the 
U-boat menace. The admission is that we 
are yet on the defensive against that fear- 
ful weapon, and have not found the real 
“answer” to the problem it presents. Who- 
ever can find that answer will deserve the 
highest honors within the gift of the Unit- 
ed Nations.

In the greatest crush of wor- 
shippers since before the revolu 
tion, women fainted and people 
came away with their clothes 
torn by the crowds 

The crowds could have filled 
four times as many churches as 
were open 


Thousands of young boys and 
girls, yourg women and men and 
soldiers of the Red army were 
among the worshippers, In this 
respect the crowds differed 
greatly from other church-going 
groups seen in Russia in the last 
18 months 

On thousands of Moscow tables 
yesterday morning were Easter 
cakes and painted eggs, most of 
which were taken to church Sat- 
urday or Saturday night for 
blessings and the sprinkling of 
holy water,
